  1 32    The successive injury compensation fund is hereby
  1 33 established under the custody of the treasurer of
  1 34 state and shall consist of an annual appropriation
  1 35 from the general fund of the state and any accumulated
  1 36 interest and earnings on moneys in the successive
  1 37 injury compensation fund.  The treasurer of state is
  1 38 charged with conservation of the assets of the
  1 39 successive injury compensation fund.  Moneys in the
  1 40 successive injury compensation fund shall be disbursed
  1 41 only for the purposes stated in this division, and
  1 42 shall not at any time be appropriated or diverted to
  1 43 any other use or purpose.  The treasurer of state

  2 13    The attorney general shall appoint a staff member
  2 14 to represent the treasurer of state and the fund in
  2 15 all proceedings and matters arising under this
  2 16 division.  In making an award under this division, the
  2 17 workers' compensation commissioner shall specifically

  2 19 weekly, the number of weeks of compensation which
